ROTC Halts Sexual Orientation 

Questions

Clinton was the center of a 
maelstrom in late January when 
he announced he would sign an 
executive order ending a 50- 
year military ban of gays and 
lesbians in the military. 

On Feb. 3, the Pentagon 
put Clinton’s orders into prac¬ 
tice for recruiting centers and 
ROTC units. Prospective sol¬ 
diers, sailors, airmen and 
women won’t be asked about 
their sexual orientation; howev¬ 
er, if they are found to be homo¬ 
sexual or admit to being gay or 
lesbian, they will be kicked out, 
a Department of Defense 
spokesman said. 

They will lose their pay 
and benefits, but they will be 
eligible for reinstatement if the 
gay ban ends. 

Gay and lesbian ROTC stu¬ 
dents who have been ousted for 
being homosexual won’t be 
reinstated until the total ban is 
ended. A spokeswoman for Air 
Force ROTC at Maxwell Air 
Force Base, Ala., said no deci¬ 
sion has been made concerning 
ougoing iuvcsUgaUons oi gay 
and lesbian ROTC students. 

One ROTC student was 
turned down for reinstatement 
four days after Clinton made his, 
announcement on Jan. 29. Neal 
Snow, a senior at the University 
of Maine, was dismissed from 
the school’s Air Force ROTC 
unit last year when he told his 
commanding officers he was 


gay. 

He reapplied for admission 
the week Clinton announced 
that sexual orientation questions 
would no longer be asked, and 
was turned down Feb. 1. 

“I’ve tried to reapply. 
Since I was already discharged, 
I was told I was not allowed to 
participate in the program,” said 
Snow, a psychology major. 
“They may not be allowed to

Last Wednesday, SGA voted 
down a resolution to support the 
removal of ROTC from campus 
if the military continues to bar 
homosexuals from enlistment. 
The.resolution needed a two- 
thirds vote to pass, as it was 
amended to be an "important" 
resolution-- a parliamentary 
procedure to add weight to a 
movement. 

The resolution was the idea 
of Matt Drouin three weeks ago. 


After discussion, Kevin Rourke, 
Student Services Chair, drafted 
the resolution which was defeat¬ 
ed last Wednesday. The resolu¬ 
tion cites Affirmative 
Action/Equal Opportunity 
Statement and Article IV, sec¬ 
tion seven of the Student Con¬ 
duct Code, which state "there 
shall be no discrimination 
because of race, color, sex, mar¬ 
ital status, sexual preference, 
religion, age, national origin, 
handicap, or veteran status." 
The policy of the military, 
according to the resolution, has 
"led to the direct violation of 
UMass Lowell student rights 
by the Air Force Reserve Offi¬ 
cer Training Corps (ROTC) in 
clear violation of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts law." A request for 
immediate removal of ROTC 
from UMass Lowell and all 
state owned facilities the pro¬ 
grams occupy has been sus¬ 
pended pending action by the 
Clinton Administration on the 
issue. If the ban remains after 
the six month study period 
ordered by President Clinton, 
the resolution declares that 
"SGA will support any actions 
to remove the Air Force and 
Army ROTC from campus." 

"Parliamentary procedure 
killed the motion." said Kevin 
Rourke. Fourteen members of 
SGA. a majority, voted in favor 
of the resolution. But because of 
the amendment attached to the 
bill calling it an "important 
question," a two thirds majority 
was needed to pass the motion. 
The amendment adds emphasis 
in parliamentary procedure to a 
decision, implying stronger 
feelings of the voting body to 


pass such a bill. 

Most vocal against the reso¬ 
lution was Senator Terry Stack, 
of Commuter Association, who 
has been a part of the Air Force 
National Guard for six years. "I 
don’t disagree with homosexu¬ 
als in the military," said Stack. 
"There are plenty of homosexu¬ 
als in the military. But they 
broke the law to get in. They 
lied on their application-- a 
breach of contract. SGA should 
not condone people breaking 
the law." She added, "We’re 
looking into whether or not 
ROTC is in breach of contract 
with the school. The military 
contract does not follow the 
school's [discriminatory codes]. 
ROTC bans discrimination on 
the basis of race, creed, sex, and 
national origin." 

In drafting the resolution, 
Rourke acknowledged the harm 
this would cause some students. 
The resolution included a para¬ 
graph stating, "SGA realizes 
that many students depend on 
the ROTC programs to fund 
their education. This is not an 
attack on these students in any 
way." 

"I probably wouldn’t be in 
school if it weren't for the mili¬ 
tary," said Stack. "Who is SGA 
helping and hurting here?" 

Stack added "I II still vote 

against it." 

The motion will be resubmit¬ 
ted at next Wednesday's SGA 
meeting. SGA President John 
O’Donnell has given an open 
invitation to the campus’ Air 
Force ROTC office to speak at 
the meeting. "I’m confident we 
have the votes to get it passed 
next week," said Rourke.

Higher Education Chancellor asks for Tired of History 101? 
tuition hike; SGA unaware of proposal Try Porn 150

Last Wednesday the Acting 
Chancellor of Higher Education 
Peter Mitchell asked for a 
tuition hike of between 2 per¬ 
cent and 4.5 percent for all 
UMass colleges, universities, 
and schools. The tuition hike 
was recommended by Mitchell 
and was approved by the 
Administration and Finance 
Subcommittee of the High Edu¬ 
cation Coordinating Council 
(HECC). 

Joseph Langis, executive 
director of State Student Asso¬ 
ciation of Massachusetts 
(SSAM), said the tuition hikes 
were fair considering tuition 
hikes in the past. SSAM is a 
student group that represents 10 
campuses in Massachusetts, 
including the graduate students 
here at Lowell, but not the 
undergraduate students. SSAM 
was at the meeting to voice stu¬ 
dent concerns about the hike to 
the council. 

Ken Northrup, Vice Presi¬ 
dent of the SGA, wasn’t sure if 
anybody was at the meeting 
representing UMass Lowell's 
undergraduate students. Ken did 
say that Keith Neal, the student 
trustee, was the person who 


should be talking to the council. 
Keith Neal was not available for 
comment. Other SGA mem¬ 
bers, when asked about a tuition 
hike, didn’t know about the pro¬ 
posed tuition hikes. 

A tuition hike of between 
2% to 4.5% would mean a raise 
in student bills of between $41 
and $91 per year. Joseph 
Langis called this is a reason¬ 
able hike, as it is in line with 
inflation. Mr.Langis said stu¬ 
dents would not mind very 
much a possible tuition hike 
students, as long as the HECC 
used a tangible means of raising 
tuition, and did not simply pick 
a number out of the air, or just 
use the students of Mas¬ 
sachusetts as a way of raising 
money for the state. Ken 
Northrup, when asked about 
keeping tuition hikes tied to the 
rate of inflation, said "I would 
have to study the matter before 
commenting on it." 

Though tuition hikes are 
presently tied to inflation, 
school fees are not. Individual 
campuses control how much 
fees go up. Fees at Mas¬ 
sachusetts public colleges tend 
to be higher than at other state 
schools around the country, 
often higher than tuition. 


In a Boston Herald article 
last Thursday, an administrator 
of the coordinating council said 
that council members will ask 
campus presidents to keep fee 
increases consistent with 
tuition. 

The coordinating council 
will vote on the proposed 
tuition hike this Thursday. It 
uncertain if Student Trustee 
Keith Neal, or anyone else will 
be representing the students of 
U Mass Lowell at the meeting.

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Low funding hurts 
minority education 


Gays in military

WASHINGTON - Although 
minority students have made 
gains in college enrollment, their 
progress has been jeopardized by 
reductions in state and federal 
funding that limit their access to 
higher education, a new report 
says. 

The status report by the 
American Council on Education 
also concludes that minorities 
are still “far underrepresented” 
in higher education charts 
national data on high school 
graduation rates, college partici¬ 
pation, enrollments and degree 
attainment. 

From 1980 to 1990, Hispan- 
ics recorded a nearly 66 percent 
enrollment gain nationally and 
African-American enrollment 
jumped 22.6 percent. Minority 
enrollment in professional and 
graduate schools also rose con¬ 
siderably in the last decade, 
according to the report. 

The report found that in 
1990 and 1991, minority enroll¬ 
ment saw limited progress 
because of widespread state bud¬ 
get cut, which reduced funding 
for higher education and forced 
many universities to raise tuition 
rates and more students to seek 
financial aid, including loans. 

“Access by minorities to 
higher education is in peril,” 
American Council on Education 
President Robert Atwell said. 
“The growing imbalance 
between federal grants and loans 
already has put many minority 
students at a disadvantage.” 

Atwell said an upcoming 
cut in the maximum Pell Grant 
from $2,400 to $2,300 will exac¬ 
erbate the situation. He also pre¬ 
dicted that state fiscal conditions 
will not improve soon, which he 
translated to “continued hardship 
for many public institutions.”. 

According to the report, col¬ 
lege enrollment by Asian Ameri¬ 
cans doubled in 21 states in the 
last decade, while enrollment of 
white students grew by 9 per¬ 
cent. 

The report concludes that 
white remain much more likely 
than either African Americans or 
Hispanics to attend college. In 
1991, more than one-third of all 
18 to 24-year-old whites were 
enrolled in college, compared 
with 23.6 percent of African 
American and 18 percent of His¬ 
panics in the same age group. 


“It’s clear from the data 
that, while minority students are 
enrolling in college in large 
numbers, many are not complet¬ 
ing degrees,” said Deborah 
Carter, co-author of the report. 
“Institutions need to consider 
the range of factors that con¬ 
tribute to to students remaining 
in college, from financial issues 
to environmental considera¬ 
tions, in crafting better retention 
strategies.” 

Minority enrollment in pro¬ 
fessional schools increased by 
80.7 percent and in graduate 
schools by 52 percent between 
1980 and 1990. In contrast, 
enrollment by whites decreased 
by 10.4 percent in professional 
schools and grew by 19.5 per¬ 
cent at the graduate level.

gram tries to give a comprehend 
sive survey in American film, 
and this is one of the largest that 
has gone unaddressed,” Penley 
said.

ask, but if they discover you are 
gay, and it’s obvious I’m gay, 
they won’t let you in.” 

Snow said he is fighting his 
dismissal and is seeking advice 
from the University of Maine’s 
legal counsel. What frustrates 
Snow, he said, is that he believes 
he would make an effective offi¬ 
cer. He wants to get a master’s 
degree and become a counselor 
in the Air Force. 

“Once the ban is overturned, 
the military is going to need 
more counselors to deal with it,” 
he said. 

“ My sense is that the issue 
has been in the background so 
long, those involved weren’t pre¬ 
pared for the controversy when it 
came to the surface,” said Robert 
O’Neil, a law professor at the 
University of Virginia. “There

are genuinely strong feelings and 
they may be magnified in the 
military. We tend to forget 
sometimes that the military is a 
hierarchical organization, that 
when given a directive, will 
accept. Once the word comes 
down, it is the law.” 

Part of Clinton’s immediate 
compromise was ordering Secre¬ 
tary of Defense Les Aspin to 
prepare by July 15 a proposed 
executive order repealing the 
ban, and including a strict code 
of sexual conduct for all mem¬ 
bers of the military. O’Neil said 
he agrees with the delay. 

“It was a sound resolution 
and a practical matter. I don’t 
think it would have been possi¬ 
ble to charge ahead at full speed 
at this point,” he said. “There 
had to be some accommoda¬ 
tion.”

Penley said that porn, con¬ 
trary t popular conception, does 
not necessarily depict violent 
degradation of women. She said 
new academic evidence suggests 
there is little violence against 
women in porn, and a growing 
segment in the industry is femi¬ 
nist pornography. 

There has been no contro¬ 
versy about the class on campus 
- Penley said she has the full 
backing of her department and 
the administration. She did say, 
however, that the Santa Barbara 
Anti-Pornography Coalition had 
called, saying they had heard 
that “Deep Throat” was being 


There are also collateral 
issues that need to be addressed, 
he said, including benefits for 
partners, housing, and even the 
handling of issues already in 
process, including investiga¬ 
tions and pending charges. 

Bey said she believed one 
reason the military is so 
opposed to ending the ban is 
because straight men are ner¬ 
vous that bay men will be look¬ 
ing at them the way men look at 
women. 

“As a woman, my perspec¬ 
tive is that white heterosexuals 
can’t stand the idea of men 
looking at the men. Now 
they’re all freaked out,” she 
said. 

O’Neil, at the University of 
Virginia, said that ROTC units 
may lead the way in changing 
attitudes toward gays and les¬ 
bians because most t colleges 
and universities have policies 
prohibiting discrimination based 
on sexual orientation. 

“I suspect the resistance is 
likely to be least evident in 
ROTC. They are dealing with 
college students who are used to 
institutional policies that forbid 
discrimination about sexual ori¬ 
entation,” he said. “ROTC 
could provide a model or exam¬ 
ple for the service to accept 
gays and lesbians more readily.” 

Snow wants to serve his 
country, like thousands of other 
gay and lesbians have done, and 
he doesn’t think the fact he’s 
gay will interfere with his ser¬ 
vice. “I am very much deter¬ 
mined to become a good officer. 
1 have wanted to for a long 
time,” he said. “I feel I would 
make a good officer.” 


shown on campus. However, the 
group is mostly concerned with 
young children seeing porn, so 
she wasn’t worried about the 
organization’s reactions to show¬ 
ing the films on campus. 

Penley said she wants to 
teach the class again. In demysti¬ 
fying porn, she said, the genre 
can be viewed as a serious film 
type.

“I think that we think 
pornography films are horror 
films. My class is actually seeing 
it for what is. I’m trying to get 
over the misconceptions of what 
porno films are,” Penley said.

As 1 begin to reflect upon the 
season of Lent which begins next 
Wednesday, these words of scrip¬ 
ture come to mind:

Rodgers and Hammerstein’s 
award-winning musical is cele¬ 
brating its fifty year anniversary 
and is now playing at the Turtle 
Lane Playhouse in Newton, MA 
until March 7. The show con¬ 
sists of two lovers' triangles - 
the romantic trio of the pretty 
farm girl, Laurey, her handsome 
cowboy.

The show 
includes impeccable perfor¬ 
mances by Robin Cox as Lau¬ 
rey and Shawn Ingram as Curly.

Some of the fears of being female 


Try not to look like a victim. 
I say this to myself as I walk 
home. Only a 20 minute walk, 
but it’s dark. They say I should 
avoid dangerous situations. Is 
walking this street at night dan¬ 
gerous? I guess any street is. 
But I must work, and I must 
walk home. Did that car drive 
by twice? 

I try to be aware of my sur¬ 
roundings. But it is difficult to 
only scan and concentrate on 
scanning. I try to walk with 
confidence. (Victims apparently 
do not walk with confidence). 
But it is 30 degrees out and so 
windy I can not even keep my 
head up, nor my shoulders back. 
It is not easy to be aware of my 
environment when my eyes are 
tearing from the cold. 

1 can’t wear my headphones. 
They say it makes me look lost 
in music and I must look alert. 
Besides, how can I hear some¬ 
one coming at me with walk- 
mans on? 

I also wear only one glove. 
Gloved hands trap a good 
“weapon”-fingernails. But I 
think one cold hand is enough. 
The hand with the longer nails 
freezes. 

I walk toward on coming 
traffic. .This way, a car can’t 
come up behind me and grab 
me as easily. But this side is 
darker than the other. 

I walk carefully past parked 
vans and trucks. Sometimes I 
walk in the street to pass them. 

When I move out this sum¬ 
mer, there will be more rules. I 


mustn’t rent a first floor apart¬ 
ment. Too easy for those who 
would break in and hurt me. 
Fire escapes are dangerous too. 
Multiple locks a must. 

I must put the telephone in a 
mans name.

If one has parked 
on the drivers side when we 
return to our car, we should get 
in on the passengers side. This 
confuses would be rapists. 

God forbid I should break 
down at night on the highway! 
There are two possible reac¬ 
tions. I can get out and walk, 
and risk being hit or abducted. 
Or I can stay in the car and wait 
for help. But what if someone 


does pull over? What if there’s 
more than one of them? What if 
it’s the dreaded van? Hell, what 
if it’s a male cop? Just me, him 
and his gun? Maybe I’ll just 
lock myself in the trunk since I 
can’t afford a car phone.

And wouldn’t it be great 
if avoiding victimization didn’t 
make me feel so much like a 
victim?

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UMass-Lowell Ski Teams 
Go Downhill - Fast!

The UMass-Lowell men’s 
and women’s alpine ski teams 
qualified to compete in the 
United States Collegiate Ski 
Association’s (U.S.C.S.A.) 
Eastern Regional Champi¬ 
onships at Waterville Valley 
Feb. 19-21. The women fin¬ 
ished second and the men Fin¬ 
ished fourth in their respective 
leagues within the Thomson 
division. While the women 
were never seriously challenged 
for second place, behind St. 
Anselms, the men had to hold 
off an unpredictable W.P.I. ski 
team to secure their spot in the 
regionals. 

After the Jan. 30 giant 
slalom at Cannon Mtn. the 
women were solidly second in 
their league. However the men 
were tied for third with Green 
Mountain College two points 
behind St. A's and Babson who 
were tied for First. Meanwhile 
W.P.I. was a mere five points 
back and waiting to prey on any 
team faltering in the heat of the 
battle for the top spot. The Jan. 
31 slalom was a strange affair. 
Blowing snow and wind speeds 
of 60 mph on an otherwise rela¬ 
tively warm day reduced this 
race to a one run affair instead 
of the usual two runs. The 
women’s team weathered the 
storm to come in third, while 
nen fell off the pace with a 
Fifth placed 

The Dartmouth SkTwaJ 
the site of the Feb. 4 giant 
slalom. Sunshine and mild tem¬ 
peratures prevailed to provide 
optimal ski racing conditions. 
Unfortunately the skiing chiefs 
performances were anything but 
optimal. A funky rut in the sec¬ 
ond run ejected many good 
skiers from their bindings, 
reducing the number of finish¬ 
ers significantly. The women 
managed to hang on to take 
third but the men hung up 
another dismal fifth place fin¬ 
ish. The next days slalom at 
Tenney Mtn. saw a marked 
improvement in both the 
women’s and men’s skiing. The 
women’s team finished second 
for the day with Meredith John¬ 
son shredding the course to 
claim seventh place. Jen Mur¬ 
phy was less than a half second 
behind to take ninth while 
Meredith Robbins came in six¬ 
teenth. rookie Knoelle Power 
skied well enough to take twen¬ 
ty third and Lisa Young was 
twenty ninth. The men matched 
the women’s second place Fin¬ 
ish with one of their own. Up 
and coming rookie Paul Miller 
led the way with a smoking 
third place finish. Jerry DeZut¬ 
ter, Jim Winn and Chuck Mil- 
son all cracked the top Fifteen, 
finishing tenth, eleventh and 
twelfth respectively. Alex Buck, 
Keith Orni, Chris Cairns and 
Chris Van Voorhis Finished sev¬ 
enteenth, twenty first, twenty 
ninth, thirtieth, and thirty sec¬ 
ond respectively to give the 
guys a very strong showing. 
Very cold temperatures froze 
the lifts and forced the racers to 
hike the mountain for a one run 


slalom race the next day. The 
women slowed a little to pick 
up third place for the day. Once 
again Meredith Johnson led the 
way with an eighth place Finish 
with Jen Murphy and Kristen 
Ritchie close behind in ninth 
and eleventh place respectively. 
Lisa Young skied solidly to cap¬ 
ture twenty third. The men 
dropped back to fourth place on 
the day even with another 
strong showing. Paul Miller 
proved the day before was no 
fluke with a solid seventh place 
Finish. Jim Winn, Jerry DeZut¬ 
ter and Chris Cairns skied well 
to take twelfth, fourteenth and 
nineteenth place respectively. 
Alex Buck, Keith orni. Chuck 
Milson, Alex Maycock, Chris 
Van Voorhis and Pete Damore 
provided plenty of times for the 
chiefs, coming in twenty third, 
twenty sixth, twenty seventh, 
thirty eighth, forty second and 
forty fourth respectively. 

With two races left in the 
season, both giant slaloms at 
Haystack Mtn., the women 
were entrenched in second 
place but the men were in 
fourth and giving a surging 
W.P.I. team a reason to believe, 
with only three points separat¬ 
ing the two teams. The 
women’s team planned their 
strategy to cruise to the end of 
the season while the men gath¬ 
ered themselves for a Final push 
to clinch a spot in the regionals. 

Haystack Mtn. was the site 
of the Feb. 12 giant slalom. 
Fresh snow required continual 
course maintenance to keep the 
hip deep ruts from swallowing 
up skiers and spitting them out 
in a cloud of snow. The 
women's team finished fourth 
for the day. Jen Murphy 
streaked through the course to 
take eighth place while Mered¬ 
ith Robbins, Meredith Johnson 
and Kristen Ritchie were not far 
behind in thirteenth, fifteenth 
and nineteenth places respec¬ 
tively. Ever-improving Knoelle 
Power skied to a thirty fifth 
place Finish. With W.P.I. breath¬ 
ing down their necks the men's 
team made them eat powder 
with a solid third place finish. 
Jerry DeZutter took second, six 
tenths of a second away from 
the win, while Jim Winn, Chuck 
Milson and Chris Cairns placed 
tenth, nineteenth and twenty 
first respectively. Alex Buck, 
Keith Orni, Dave Clare, Billy 
Iuliano and Paul Miller helped 
make the thrashing a sound one, 
finishing twenty sixth, twenty 
seventh, thirty sixth, thirty 
eighth and fortieth respectively. 
More importantly W.P.I. placed 
fifth for the day which put 
another two points between 
them and the chiefs. With the 
women untouchable in second 
and the men in solid fourth, the 
next days race was a very 
relaxed affair. So lackadaisical 
were the women that they 
placed First of the day, their best 
result of the season. Jen Mur¬ 
phy screamed to a third place 
finish while Meredith Robbins 
and Meredith Johnson Finished 
eighth and Fifteenth respective¬ 


ly. The men placed fourth for 
the day with Jerry DeZutter fin¬ 
ishing fourth followed by Jim 
Winn, Paul Miller, Pete 
Damore, Chris Cairns and 
Chuck Milson in ninth, four¬ 
teenth, twenty second, twenty 
fourth and twenty fifth place 
respectively, rookies Alex May- 
cock, Keith Orni and Billy 
Iuliano finished thirty third, 
thirty sixth and forty fourth 
respectively. Dave Clare and 
Chris Van Voorhis battled it out 
to see who would uphold the 
skiing Chiefs finest tradition. 
Chris won this prestigious 
honor on his First run and as the 
last Chief skier through the 
course in the final race of the 
season he elected to come down 
in style,wearing only his box¬ 
ers. 

Final overall individual 
rankings for the men were Jerry 
DeZutter-eighth, Jim Winn- 
tenth, Paul Miller-fourteenth, 
Chris Cairns-twenty fourth. 
Chuck Milson-twenty seventh, 
Alex Buck-twenty ninth and 
Pete Damore-thirty First. Rank¬ 
ings for the women were as fol¬ 
lows, Jen Murphy-ninth, 
Meredith Robbins-eleventh, 
Meredith Johnson-fifteenth and 
Kristen Ritchie-nineteenth. 

The regionals will be taking 
place Feb. 19 (men's and 
women’s giant slalom), 20 
(women’s slalom), 21 (men's 
slalom) at Waterville Valley. 
The courses will be set on their 
World Cup trail and promise to 
be grueling tests of a skiers 
ability. There will be plenty of 
thrills and spills to keep things 
interesting and Waterville is a 
great place to ski. I urge you to 
come out and support your ski 
teams as they compete for a 
chance to go to the nationals.
